Dis- 
trict 23 includes the upper 
part of Coffee County and at- 
tracted four candidates - three 
Democrats and one Republican- 
Incumbent L. L. (Dago) Dozier 
of Troy, T. Dudley Perry and 
B. D. Mayberry, both of Tus- 
kegee. The Republican candi- 
date is Rudolph Shelley of Troy. 

In the Coffee County Sheriff’s 
race are H. F. Cardwell, Wade

Holcombe Tells 


Local Rotary 


About Oil 


Enough petroleum to meet the 
nation’s needs for the next 
30-50 years may underlie the 
offshore waters of the United 
States, but the country has been 
Slow to take advantage of these 
vast resources, 


This was the view expressed ° 


by J. S. Holcombe of Standard 
Oil Company. Holcombe add- 
ressed the Rotary Club at the 
Elba Country Club recently. 

“The U.S. Geological Survey 
estimates over 190 billion bar- 
rels of crude oil and over 1,100 
trillion cubic feet of natural 
Bas are recoverable from our 
continental margin under cur- 
rent technology and: economic 
conditions,” Holcombe told the 
group. 

At present rates of consum- 

At present rates of consump- 
tion, he noted, the estimated 
reserves are equivalent to an 
additional 30-year supply of oil 
and 50-year supply of gas. 

“Yet we have been slow |o 
take advantage of this poten- 
tial,” Holcombe pointed out, 
“Less than two percent of the 
U.S. continental margin has 
been leased by Federal and 
State governments for dril- 
ling.” 

In light of the nation’s ener- 
By outlook, he said, delaying 
or denying access to offshore 
mineral resources would be 


a mistake. 
The Northeast Gulf of Mex- 
ico -- off Mississippi, Ala- 


bama, and Western Florida -- 
is among the offshore areas 
with the greatest potential for 
Substantial petroleum resour- 
ces, he told the group. 
Holcombe emphasized’ that 
Offshore drilling does not pose 


the threat of pollution that many - 


people believe exists. More 
than 16,000 wells have been 
completed in U.S. coastal wat- 
ers, he said, and there have 
been only three blowouts which 
involved any significant am- 
Ounts of oil. None of these 
caused any permanent environ- 
mental damage, Holcombe ad- 
ded,

Ziglar Reports On 
Airport Progress 


Elba Mayor Owen Ziglar 
was in Jackson, Mississippi 
on Wednesday, February 27th 
meeting with Federal Aviation 
Administration officials. The 
meeting was a pre-filing con- 
ference regarding the expan- 
sion of the Elba airport. 

Accompanying Mayor Ziglar 
was State Aeronautics Director 
James Rowe and two of his 
staff members, Mr. Gulley and 
Mr. Beck. The group met with 
Mr. Lane ‘Taylor, Admini- 
Strator of the FAA Regional 
Office in Jackson. 

The expansion project is 
under the direction of Pad- 
gett and Dinning, airport en- 
gineers and consultants. They 
report that the COMPREHEN- 
SIVE STUDY (20 year use 
plan) is 90% complete. This 
Study is being financed with 
a federal grant and is a pre- 
requisite for receiving federal 
funds for any airport work. 


Speed Limit Dropped 


Mayor Ziglar reported the 
results of his trip and noted 
the $500,000 project was favor- 
ably received by FAA officials. 
He also noted that the federal 
grants were available ona 
75-25 matching basis. He ex- 
plained that some state money 
and in-kind services could be 
used in the City’s 25% match- 
ing funds. 

According to Mayor Ziglar, 
only two items must be com- 
pleted before applying for the 
federal grant. FIRST the 20 
year need study must be com- 
pleted - now 90% complete 
SECOND an environmental im- 
pact public hearing must be held 
in Elba. This hearing must he 
properly advertised andthe re- 
sults included with the grant 
request. 

Administrator Taylor ad- 
vised Ziglar that funds would 
possibly be available in the 
fall of 1974 (FY75).

FULL SUPPORT PLEDGED TO 
RETURN VETERANS DAY TO 
TRADITIONAL NOV. 11 DATE 

When President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt for a time moved 
Thanksgiving from its tradi- 
tional observance on the last 
Thursday in November to the 
third Thursday in order to 
expand the Christmas gift-buy- 
ing season, he opened a Pan- 
dora’s box which continues to 
haunt us, 

Taking Roosevelt's action as 
an example, Congress in 1968 
decided to shuffle the holiday 
calendar in order to provide 
long week-end vacations. One 
of the holidays affected by this 
checkerboard move is Veterans 
Day, formerly knownas Armis- 
tice Day. This holiday had its 
origin in 1918 when World War 
I ended with an Armistice ef- 
fective on the 11th hour of the 
llth day of the 11th month of 
the year. This date soon be- 
came a national holiday honor- 
ing those American soldiers 
who served in the first great 
world war to preserve free- 
dom, 

After World War II, Armis- 
tice Day became known as Vet- 
erans Day -- mainly because 
of the efforts of veterans and 
civic leaders in Birmingham 
who in 1946 organized a Nat- 
ional Veterans Day Observ- 
ance on November 11, honor- 
ing men and women who ser- 
ved in all of America’s wars. 
Armistice Day was officially 
changed to Veterans Day in 
1954 and was observed each 
year on November 11 until the 
date was changed in 1968 to 
the fourth Monday in October. 


uation. Whereas November 11 
is universally recognized as a 
date of great significance by 
America’s 28 million living 
veterans and millions of other 
Americans, the fourth Monday 
in October has no meaning 
whatsoever. 

Observance of Veterans Day 
on the fourth Monday in Octo- 
ber has proved to be so un- 
popular that 31 state legisla- 
tures have already passed leg- 
islation returning their offi- 
cial state observance to Nov- 
ember 11. Two states, Missi- 
ssippi and Oklahoma, never 
changed their observance inthe 
first place, and legislation will 
be introduced in the next ses- 
sion of the Alabama legisla- 
ture to restore our State’s 
Veterans Day observance to 
November 11, the traditional 
date of the observance. 

America’s living veterans 
and their families represent 
about 50 percent of our coun- 
try’s total population, and no 
other national holiday honors 
so many of our citizens for 
their contribution to our na- 
tion’s well-being. Certainly no 
other single group of our citi- 
zens is more deserving than 
our Nation's veterans. They 
know that our great American 
heritage, founded upon free- 
dom, has never been and never 
will be free of pain, free of 
Struggle and free of individual 
and collective effort. Novem- 
ber llth means something to 
them.

Mr. Jimmy Baker, Coffee 
County Suerintendent of Edu- 
cation, explained that in order 
for Coffee County to provide 
the kind of education each stu- 
dent deserves, that more money 
must be forthcoming. It was 
further noted that the average 
landowner’s tax would only in- 
crease about $20.00 a year if 
the 5 mill tax went into effect. 

At the present time, Coffee 
County residents pay only 7 
mills ad valorem tax for edu- 
cation, which is 5 mills short 
of that which property owners 
in the cities of Elba and Enter- 
prise pay. 

Before we can ask help from 
other sources, such as the 
Board of Commissioners, it 
will be necessary for the coun- 
ty residents to be willing to 
help themselves by passing this 
5 mill increase. 

The fact was also brought out 
that none of this increase would 
go toward teachers’ salaries, 
but only toward relieving cur- 
rent indebtedness and then to- 
ward capital outlay such as 
transportation and buildings.

Recent figures compiled by 
the State of Alabama Highway 
Department indicate that Al- 
abama Taxpayers spend over 
$25,000 each year in replace- 
ment of vandalized or damaged 
highway signs, Highway Dir- 
ector Ray Bass said today. 

According to Bass the three 
major contributors to sign de- 
Struction are paint, bullets and 
bottles. “For some reason, 
Bass said, some people get 
a thrill out of spray painting 
signs along the side ofthe road, 
or using them for target prac- 
tice. 

“Either one can ruin the 
effectiveness of highway traffic 
Signs, costing the state large 
sums of money inreplacement,

not to mention the safety fac- 
tor involved when a Sign is no 
longer readable,” Bass said 

The third major cause of 
Sign destruction is damage re- 
sulting from bottles thrown 
from passing automobile win- 
dows. 

Charles Alexander, Traffic 
Engineer for the State High- 
way Department said that most 
of the signs can be recycled 
provided the base metal of the 
signs is not severely damaged 
or destroyed.

“I believe many farmers plan

To help in this fuel effort, 
he said seven tips are recom- 
mended by the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture’s Extension en- 
gineers 

A tune-up is the first essen- 
tial. Careful adjustment of the 
fuel-air ratio, correct timing, 
good plugs, and a clean cool- 
ing system are critical for farm 
machinery to operate at maxi- 
mum efficiency 

Mr. Enfinger said a survey 
of gasoline-powered farm trac- 
tors in one mid-western state 
showed that nearly 3/4 of the 
tractors were capable of deve- 
loping only 75 percent of their 
rated horsepower because of, 
neglected maintenance

son, the alligator population 
appears to be on the upswing 
in Alabama. 

Hamrick reported the sight- 
ing of 104 ’gators during a pro- 
ject conducted during last 
spring and summer. 

The largest number of si- 
ghtings--25--was in large im- 
poundments. The second most 
favorite habitat was farm ponds 
where 20 were sighted. Natural 
lakes and sloughs were a close 
third with 19 sightings. Some 
13 were sighted in estuarine 
areas and 12 were observed 
in small streams, 

These top five habitat areas 
accounted for 89 alligators or 
85.6 per cent of the 104 ani- 
mals sighted. 

Some 65 per cent of the all- 
igators sighted were less than 
six feet long. This length is 
generally accepted as the divid- 
ing line between adult and 
immature ‘gators. Eventhough 
the figures involve, a small 
number of ‘gators, the fact 
that 65 per cent were classed 
as immature indicated that re- 
production has been good and 
the alligator population should 
be increasing. 

Game and Fish Division 
Director Charles Kelley said 
that the special efforts of the 
Division's enforcement per- 
sonnel had been a major fact- 
or in the successful build up 
of the Alabama's alligator pop- 
ulation

Some of the problem has been 
eliminated along the inter-state 
Alexander said, since Federal 
regulations require all signsto 
be a certain distance from the 
roadway. This increased dis 
tance makes it inconvenient or 
impossible for people to throw 
bottles, or to Spray paint onto 
the signs. Right of wayonstate 
and county roads is so narrow 
that the signs, by necessity, 
are within easy reach of most 
vandals, Alexander said 

Another major cause of de- 
struction is placement of bum- 
per stickers onto signs. Ifthey 
are removed withina short time 
after being placed ontothe sign, 
Alexander said that little harm 
is usually done, but all too often 
this is not the case, and once 
the sticker has been in place 
for a certain length of time, 
removing it can result in ex- 
tensive damage 


MORE FHA 


LOANS 
AVAILABLE 


An additional $175 million 
has been made available to the 
Farmers Home Administra- 
tion of the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture for FHA produc- 
tion loans to eligible family 
farmers and ranchers. These 
funds are available between 
now and June 30, Secretary of 
Agriculture Earl L. Butz has 
announced. 

The increase brings to $525 
million the total amount avail- 
able through the agency for 
farm operating loans in fiscal 
year 1974, a record one-year’s 
funding of the program. 

Butz said the additional funds 
have been authorized so that 
farmers eligible for FHA ope- 
rating credit can fulfill higher 
production goals The $350 
million originally authorized 
has fallen short of lasting thr- 
ough the winter and spring, as 
millions of idle acres have 
been brought into production 
plans, and costs have risen on 
farm operating expenses. 

The Farmers Home Admin- 
istration makes operating loans 
only to operators of family- 
size farms and ranches who 
cannot obtain production fin- 
ancing from local sources 

Most loans are repaid at the 
end of the production year 
They are obtained through 
county offices of the Farmers 
Home Administration.

Individuals own and operate 
nearly 400 million of the 918 
million acres in farms that have 
sales of $2,500 or more. Par- 
tnerships hold 90 millionacres 
and corporations, 50 million 
acres, And the specialist says, 
of the land owned and operated 
by corporations, 80 per cent 
belongs to private corporations 
with 10 or fewer shareholders. 

Public corporations--those 
which sell

agricultural land during 1972- 
73. 

Maddox adds that inthe sou- 
thern agricultural region, of 
which Alabama is a pert, more 
than 90 per cent of the land 
is owned by individuals, part- 
nerships and estates.

Enterprise, called me Friday 
to discuss the fuel prices and 
other things. He had heard 
me in a radio program say 
that I wasn’t too greatly wor- 
ried about the fuel shortage 
for farmers, but I was worr- 
ied about the price of fertili- 
zers and other things that farm- 
ers are using to make a crop. 
Averett reminded me about fuel 
prices also increasing rapidly, 
especially diesel fuel. I get 
the feeling that if these price 
increases do not slow down, 
peanut farmers will have to 
get $400 to $500 a ton to 
receive parity in the market 
place. 

Generally speaking, I think 
that farmers are going to have 
a good decade ahead profit 
wise if they can control the 
cost of production. Our Cof- 
fee County farmers are not 
helped if they get a $50 iner- 
ease in the price they recei- 
ve for peanuts if it costs an 
extra $50 to make them, The 
same things hold true in grow- 
ing hogs, beef cattle, catfish 
and other things. 

We are ina price spiraling 
Situation that nobody likes. Ho- 
pefully, by the end of the year 
we will have more stability in 
a lot of things. 

Incidentally, Averett said 
that he had received additional 
fuel by sending in a form sent 
to him by the State Energy 
Office in Montgomery. Those 
farmers needing additional fuel 
certainly ought to go ahead 
and file this request as soon 
as possible.

I am not an advocate of vegetarianism, However, 


realize there exist strong religious convictions which re- 


concile thousands of persons to a meatless diet. And 


have no intention of attempting to convert them to a] 
meat diet (although I shall suggest foods that can increase 
the amount of high-protein in such a diet without ma- w 


terially increasing the bulk). 


All too frequently, enthusias- 


tic vegetarians will convert to nothing more nor less than bio-

whose health may actually be 
endangered by this low-protein 
diet, and who have no strong 
religious convictions to prevent 
their adopting a more youth- 
protecting diet. It is to these fad 
vegetarians that any efforts at 
conversion in this chapter are 
principally directed.

adds, “but the picture will 
change in a few years.” 


Cost a Bunch 


The cost of Congressional 
representation in Ay BEDE: 
ton comes high. Taxpayers 
foot the bills not only for 
the $42,500 yearly salaries 
of their U.S. Representatives 
and Senators, but also for 
staff salaries in legislative 
offices at home and in the 
Nation’s Capital. 

The Business-Industry Po- 
litical Action - Committee. 
(BIPAC) estimates about 
$180,000 is required annu- 
ally to pay the salaries of 
each Congressman and his 
staff. 

For a senator, with more 
employees on his payroll, the 
tab runs to approximately 
$390,000 yearly. Addition- 
ally, taxpayers support free 
mail or franking privileges 
for members of Congress, 
costing $21.2 million per 
year; stationery allowances 
running $4,250 per member 
per year; and other substan- 
tial telephone, telegram, and 
travel benefits for each 
elected representative on 
Capitol Hill.
